Mr GE. - Towns, the Acting Chiét 
Accountant of the Bank, stated that he 
could not say whether or no the note 
as presented to the bank was genuine.

They might be portions of ‘more. than 
ont. He thought that the signatures 
on the recovered ‘parts of the note were 
those of Mr, V. M. Grayburn and Mr. 
Maybie, but he could not swear to it. 
Medern Forgery a Fina Art, 

Replying to ‘Mr. Potter, witness said 
many ingenious attempts were continually 
being made in ‘forging banknotes. Modern 
forgery had, in fact, been brought ‘toa 
fine art. It was, therefore, essential | 
that the Bank should have the dates and 
numbers of notes. 

He further stated that if they paid out 
on any note without the number, and the 
date, they could not write it off their 
books. Neither could they get the money 
back from the Government. : 

Asked what the note ‘issue in the 


’ Colony was, witness said that, including 


the notes of the three’ issuing banks, it 
was about $50,000,000, that of the 
Chartered Bank -being approximately 
$16,000,000 and of the Mercantile, 
31,600,000. Silver dollars were used very 
little as’ :currency, which was almost 
entinely. in bank “notes.
